Philadelphia, March 25 —That the 


body of seven-year-old Warren Mc- 
Carrick, who disappeared from his 
home here on March 12, eventually 
will be found in either the Delaware 
or Schuylkill rivers, was the belief 
expressed today by the majority of 
the detectives who have been work- 
ing on the case since it was firbt re- 
ported. 


Although the police dragged grap- 


pling irons along the'bottom of the 
Schuylkill yesterday without success, 
the detectives are unaltered in the 
opinion that the child's body is re- 
posing somewhere on 
the 
muddy 


bottom of that stream, which lies on- 
lyabout half a dozen blocks from his 
home. They point to the appearance 
on the surface of the Delaware last 
Sunday of the body of Anna O'Don- 
nell, who had fallen into the river 
seven weeks before, as evidence that 
the grappling is not always success- 
ful in recovering bodies. The police 
had grappled for hours in the vicini- 
ty of the wharf from which she fell 
without result. 


The fact that the missing boys 


wore new hip boots and his desire tq 
test them in water, detectives say, is 
a strong presumption that he sought 
the banks of the river which in many 
places has a gentle slope, but is fill- 
ed with treacherous holes and, pre- 
cipitous gulleys. 
While from 
the 


first many have held strongly to the 
theory of drowning, every possible 
clue pointing to kidnapping for ran- 
som or by degenerates has been fol- 
lowed. 
With the collapse of what 


appeared to be a promising clue in 
New Jersey, the 
authorities 
arc 


forced to admit that nothing in sup- 
port of either of these theories has 
been discovered. 


Several letters demanding ransom 


• have been received from different 
sections of the country by the lad's 
parents, bit detectives, 
while en- 


deavoring in each instance to locate 
the writer, believe them to be the 
products of cranks.

shape of a "white paper," or official 
communication to the house of par- 
liament. 


It can be seen from this corre- 


spondence that" the war office was 
informed early in December of the 
possibility of resignation of officers 
in case the Ulster situation came to 
a crisis. In consequence of this in- 
formation, Colonel John Seely, the 
secretary of state of war, interview- 
ed the general officers in command 
and explained to them that an offi- 
cer of the British army was compell- 
ed to obey orders to shoot "only in 
case the order was a reasonable one 
under the circumstances." 


The secretary for war told them 


that no one from a general down to 
a private was expected to use more 
force than was required to maintain 
order and the safety of life and prop- 
erty. He continued: 


"If, therefore, officers and men of 


the Britffeh army have been led to 
believe that there is a possibility 
that they might, be called upon to 
take 
outrageous 
action—for 
in- 


stance, to massacre a demonstration 
of Orangemen who. are causing no 
danger to the lives of their neigh- 
bors—bad as would be the effects 
on discipline in the army, neverthe- 
less it is true that they are in fact 
and in law, justified in a refusal'to 
obey. 


"There never has been, and is not 


now any intention, however, of giv- 
ing outrageous and illegal orders to 
the troops. 


"The law will be respected and 


must be obeyed. What must now 
be faced, is the possibility of action 
being required by troops in support- 
ing the civil power in 
protecting 


lives and property when the police 
are unable to hold their own. 


"Attempts have been made to dis- 


suade the troops from obeying law- 
ful orders given to them when act- 
ing in support of the civil powers.

saying that they would be able to 
obey in one case and not in the 
other. 


Continuing that there 
has 
not 


been a single case of lack of disci- 
pline in tbis respect in the British 
army. Colonel Seeley says: 


"At the same time as views and 


statements uttered in the press and 
elsewhere made my position clear, I 
informed the general officers that I 
would hold each of them individual- 
ly responsible to see that there was 
no conduct in their commands sub- 
versive to discipline. I told them 
,they could let it be clearly under- 
stood that any such conduct .would 
be dealt with under the king's regu- 
lations. 


"If any army officer should ten- 


der his resignation, I told the gen- 
erals that they should ask for his 
reasons and if he indicated that be 
desired to choose which order he 
would obey. I would submit to the 
king that the officer should be re- 
moved from the army " 


This document was followed by a 


letter dated March 14 from the war 
office to General Sir Arthur Paget, 
commander-in-chief in Ireland, 
in 


winch Sir Arthur was Informed: 


"In consequence of 
reports 
re- 


ceived by the government that at- 
tempt* may be made in various parts 
of Ireland by evil-disposed persons

of the fifth and sixteenth lancers, 
who were ordered to proceed to 
London. 


Brigadier General Hubert Gough 


in reporting the feeling in his bri- 
gade—as the result of a communica- 
tion from the w»r oftue conveyed 
to him verbally by General Sir 
Arthur Paget—said: 


"The officers of my brigade are 


unanimous in the opinion that fur- 
ther information is essential before 
they should be called upon at such 
short notice to take 
decisions so 


vitally affecting their whole future 
and especially that a cleai definition 
should be given of the terms 'duty 
as ordered' and 'acthe operations' 
in Ulster. 


"If such duty consists of the main- 


tenance of order and preservation of 
property, all the officers, including 
myself, are prepared to carry out 
that duty. If, however, the duty in- 
volves that initiation of active mili- 
tary operations against Ulster, the 
following officers would respectfully 
and under protest prefer to resign. 


The names of 56 officers of the 


Third Cavalry brigade follow. After 
an interview with Co! Seely, Brig. 
Gen. 
Hubert Gough v, rote 
to 
the 


war office: 


"One of the first questions asked 


by our officers will be: 


'In the event of 
the 
present

"This point should be made quite 
clear.

In reply to this Brig Gen. Cough 


was given a letter initiated by Col. 
Seely as secretary of war

Field Marshall Sir John French in 
which .he was authorized to in-form 
the officers as follows: 


"The army council 
is 
satisfied 
that the incident which lias arisen 
in regard to their resignation was 
due to a misunderstanding." 


The letter continues that it is the 


duty of soldiers to obey commands 
for the protection1 of life and prop- 
erty and in support of 
the 
civil 


power in the ervwit of disturbance 
and the army council is glad there 
never has 'been and never will be 
any question1 of disobeying such 
orders. It continues: 


"The government must retain its 


right to use all th%|orces of the 
crown in Ireland or'' elsewhere 
to 


maintain order and "support the civil 
power in the ordinary execution of 
their duty 'but it hag no 
intention 


whatever of taking advantage 
of 


this right in order to crush political 
opposition to the policy or the prin- 
ciples of the home rule bill." 


Documents made public today dis- 
close officially the fact 
that the 


British government gave officers in 
Ireland a written 
guarantee that 


they would not use the army to 
crush Ulster's 
opposition 
to the 
home rule bill. 


The 
correspondence, 
however, 


points out that the government re- 
tains its right to use the army to 
maintain law and order. The ord- 
ders issued by the war office in re- 
spect to the duties of the army in 
Ireland, chief in connection with the 
protection ot government stores, 
arms and ammunition are 
given 


very completely. 
The 
correspon- 


dence, however, omits the 
verbal 


communication made by General Sir 
Arthur Paget to the officers at the 
Currah camp which led 
to 
their 


resignations and which the govern- 
ment argues was the result of a 
"misunderstanding." That the ver- 
sion of General Paget's 
communi- 
cation read by Andrew Bpnar Law, 
leader of the opposition In the House 
of Commons on Monday was sub- 
stantially correct seems to 
clearly 


Indicate. Mr. Law on that occasion 
read a letter '- which Gen. Paget 
stated that "active operations were 
to begin against Ulster and that it 
was expected the country would be 
in- a ^'—" ' " Saturday." 
The Irish commander in chief said 
that he was in close communication 
with the war office and had receiv- 
ed instructions from 
headquarters 


fo notify bis officers that those of 
them domiciled in Ulster would be 
allowed to disappear and be after- 
ward reinstated.

ever, give their word of honor not

TWO OF THE SEVEN WONDERS OF THE MODERN WORLD. 


A -spirited voting contest has just been concluded in Germany to decide what constitutes the seven chief 


wonders of the twentieth century. After the enormous volume of rotes cast were counted it was found that the 
majority had -placed the wireless telegraphy at the head of the list, as might be expected, and the Panama canal 
second. It is gratifyiiic to find that popular opinion on the continent should so generally recognize this American 
achievement. The thud of the seven wonders, it was decided, la the dirigible airship, next in order the flying ma- 
chine, radium, the unpinatograph and the steamship Imperator. 


An extraordinary photograph is reproduced herewith which shows two ot the seven wonders of the modern 


world in dose proximity 
By a lucky chance the photographer has caught the dirigible airship Hansa and the 


Imperator, both of the Hamburg-American Line, on the same plate. The great airship, which measures more than 
500 feet in length. v\ a« on one of her regular air cruises at the time she passed over the steamer. The luxurious 
cabin of the Hansa accommodates eighteen passengers, besides the wireless telegraph equipment and a kitchen and 
pantry. She frequently attains a speed of over sixty miles an hour, and flights of over 1,000 miles have been made 
without alighting. 


It is surprising to find that the airship appears so large in comparison with the great steamer. The fmpentor 


measures 919 feet in length, or nearly twice that of the Hansa. So rapid is the development of navigation that 
even the Imperator ha* been surpassed by her sister ship, the Vaterland, measuring 950 feet In length and sur- 
passing the Imperator in everr dimension. A third sister ship of similar dimensions is now building.

Mormon, that his father had been 
and that he himself had believed in 
the honesty of the Mormon hierarchy, 
in theif protestations and agreements 
to the United States, government. He 
had himself acted as an emissary 
from the Mormon church to the fed'

Not one 
of these ever was questioned, not 
was the pager sued for libel. Only 
two years ago Joseph P. Smith, ac- 
companied' by his sixth wife, AMca 
Klmball Smith, came to Chicago to 
dedicate a church, and each was In- 
terview'ed . by the Chicago news- 
papers and each toasted of polygam- 
ous marriage and defended it. 


Superintendent Martin aald that,

COST OF COMPENSATION. 


Consumer* Pay Infinitesimal Sum to 


Aid Injured Workers. 


The flat annual report of the Massa 


chusetts industrial accident board says 
in part: 


During the first twelve months of 


the act there were repotted to the in- 
dustrial accident board 89,694 nonfatal 
accidents. Four hundred and seventy- 
four persons engaged IB occupations In 
Massachusetts entitled to compensa- 
tion for Injury if insured were killed as 
a result of Injuries arising out of and 
in the course of their employment and 
seventy one more fatalities were re- 
ported to the board, which were found 
on investigation not subject to the 
workings of the compensation act 


Of the,474 fatally injured persons to 


whom the act was applicable 290 were 
insured and 184 were not insured. In 
112 of tbe cases no dependents were 
left, and in the remaining 302 cases 
there were 873 dependents, of whom 
770 were wholly dependent and 103 
were partially dependent upon the sup- 
porting member of the family. As a 
result of these fatalities %i almost 60 
per cent of the cases widows were left 


The actual loss to wage earners em- 


ployed in Massachusetts Industries! as 
a result of the incapacity due to indus- 
trial injuries from July 1, 1912. to June 
30, 1913, was $2.965,225, and of this 
amount $2,631.085 was a loss to wage 
earners who were insured, and $334,- 
140 was a loss for which the injured 
employees or their dependents received 
no compensation from insurance. The 
loss of wages for each working day 
was about $10,000. 


The actual cost of losses on the basis 


of Insurance paid under the act to be 
charged against the finished product of 
Massachusetts 
manufacturers 
was 


nine-tenths of a mill for each dollar of 
product, exclusive of the administra- 
tion cost of insurance. The consumer 
paid for every $10 worth of product 
purchased less than a cent as tbe per 
capita cost for the actual losses paid 
under the workmen's-compensation act 


LYNCH LAW FOR LABOR. 


Workers Havo No Rights That Ar* 


Not Ruthlessly, Violated. 


When the South African authorities 


secretly exiled ten labor leaders they 
did more than rid themselves tempo- 
rarily of a few troublesome agitators. 
They put a stigma upon free govern- 
ment They proclaimed the inadequa- 
cy and Inequality of law. 


Public officers who resort to such ar- 


bitrary measures are either ignorant, 
cowardly or corrupt They are igno- 
rant of tbe powers of society if they 
think that they act under necessity. 
They are cowardly If they prefer tyr- 
anny in the dark to Justice In tbe 
open. They are corrupt if through def- 
erence or persuasion they yield to the 
rich and influential because they are 
rich and influential. 


In this Instance, as in most of the 


similar cases reported in tbe United 
States, the authorities served only the 
employer. They did not proceed ac 


ding to law. but in response to fear, 


tavor and fere*. Tbey wiped out con- 
stitutions and statutes and courts and 
rights by summary process, just as, in 
tbe interest of mine owners, has been 
done recently by petty officers In West 
Virginia, northern Michigan and Colo- 
rado. 


The perils of modern society are 


many, but is there one having greater 
possibilities of evil than that which in 
abor disputes subjects tbe bone and 
sinew of fl country to outlawry, ban- 
sbments. ostracisms? Mindful of the 
'act that most men work for a living, 
tbe World «ay« no!—Xew York tVorid.

"Swat the 
flyr Cleveland superimposed an- 
other and more important one— 
namely. "Head 'em off!''

blustering March, not Uie prolific 
season of summer, which Dr. 
Dawson, active general in charge 
of the campaign, chose as the 
time to deliver a strategic blow 
to the enemy.
